Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1957* 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Wortley  Rural  District  Council 0 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health  Services 
of  the  Wortley  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1957* 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  the  report  this  year 
should  follow  on  lines  similar  to  those  of  the  last  2  years,  and  as  there  was 
no  particular  request  for  any  special  information  this  document  is,  once  more 
a  series  of  tables  and  statistics,  with  comment  where  the  latter  is  found  to 
be  necessary o  I  am  including  also  in  the  Report,  brief  details  concerning 
the  extent  of  the  use  made  of  the  Part  III  Services  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority  within  the  district*  As  I  have  mentioned  before  I  consider  that  it 
is  good  that  you  should  have  this  information  although  you  do  not  administer 
the  services*  The  services  of  the  District  Council  and  those  of  the  Local 
Health  Authority  are  complementary  and  it  gives  a  fairly  complete  picture  of 
the  environmental  services  when  both  the  District  Council  statistics  and  the 
Local  Health  Authority  statistics  are  included  in  the  one  report*  Both  sets 
should  be  read  side  by  side* 

The  vital  statistics  are  most  encouraging  *  the  Birth  Rate  has  increased, 
the  Death  Rate  has  fallen,  the  Still  Birth  Rate  has  fallen  very  considerably 
but  the  Infantile  Death  Rate  has  increased  to  a  figure  rather  higher  than  it 
should  be*  The  Birth  Rate  at  13 0 6  per  1,000  total  population  is  lower  than 
that  for  the  rest  of  the  country  but  it  is  an  increase  compared  with  the  last 
two  years*  On  looking  at  the  Rates  for  the  last  six  years  for  the  Wortley 
Rural  District,  it  is  remarkable  how  little  the  Annual  Rate  has  changed  over 
that  period  of  time*  The  average  for  the  six  years  is  13*5*  After 
application  of  the  comparability  factor  the  corrected  rate  is  13*7* 

The  Death  Rate  has  fallen  to  11*2  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population 

and  this  Rate  compares  favourably  with  that  for  the  rest  of  the  country* 

The  corrected  Death  Rate  figure  after  application  of  the  comparability  factor, 
is  11*4*  Like  the  Birth  Rate,  the  Death  Rate  does  not  seem  to  have  varied 
greatly  in  the  last  4  years,  an  average  of  11*3*  On  examining  the  details  of 
the  death  statistics,  one  finds  that,  again,  the  principal  cause  of  death 
was  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  (including  Coronary  Disease)  where 
there  were  in  all  189  deaths  or  approximately  36%  of  the  total  number  for  the 
district*  The  next  largest  cause  of  death  was  Cancer  (including  Leukaemia) 
where  there  was  a  total  of  82  deaths  of  which  15  were  caused  by  Cancer  of  the 
Lung.  I  think  it  must  be  accepted  that  there  is  a  definite  relationship 
between  smoking  and  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  this  being  so,  it  is  my  duty  to 

emphasise  this  fact  as  often  as  I  can*  I  consider,  therefore,  it  is  fitting 

that  I  should  express  the  hope  that  the  public  at  large  will  think  this  matter 
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over  very  carefully  and  do  something  about  it.  As  a  practitioner  of 
preventive  medicine  I  am  acutely  aware  of  the  potential  danger  of  Lung 
Cancer  to  the  heavy  smoker  and  it  is  my  duty  therefore  to  remind  these 
heavy  smokers  that  it  is  unwise  to  court  disaster.,  It  would  be  to  their 

advantage  to  cut  down  their  smoking  to  the  minimum  or,  better  still,  stop 

altogether.  One  other  group  of  causes  of  death  which  is  causing  concern 
is  the  accidental  deaths  both  motor  vehicle  accidents  and  accidents  in  the 
home.  There  were,  altogether,  5  road  accident  deaths  and  11  home  accideit 
deaths.  Included  in  this  group  under  the  heading  ’’home15  are  deaths  from 

accidents  in  Hospital  (in  Middlewood) *  Of  these  deaths,  6  were  due  to 

falls  in  patients  of  65  years  and  over  except  in  one  instance  where  the 
patient  was  between  40  and  50  years.  Altogether  3  deaths  were  due  to 
accidents  in  the  patients®  homes,  the  remainder  were  in  hospital. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Still  Birth  Rate  has  fallen  to 
a  figure  of  13 . 9  per  1,000  Live  and  Still “Births.  This  is  the  lowest 

Still  Birth  Rate  we  have  had  for  some  years. 

The  Infantile  Death  Rate,  however,  does  not  present  such  a  happy 
picture.  The  figure  has  risen  to  28.2  per  1,000  Live  Births  which  is 
much  higher  than  last  year  and  a  higher  figure  than  that  for  the  rest  of 
the  country.  If  it  is  true  that  the  Infantile  Death  Rate  is  indicative  of 
the  standard  of  the  districts  health  then  one  would  begin  to  look  around  to 
find  out  just  exactly  what  is  wrong.  If  we  analyse  these  neo~natal  deaths 
one  finds  that  of  the  total  number  of  18,  13  were  virtually  due  to 
non "prevent able  causes.  Prematurity  together  with  Congenital  Malformations 

still  account  for  most  of  the  deaths  in  this  group.  I  think  they  could  be 
considered  together  with  Still  Births  as,  probably,  having  the  same  underlying 
cause.  This  unfortunate  loss  of  early  child  life  has  given  concern  for  quite 
a  time.  Despite  the  fact  that  the  number  of  deaths  of  young  children  from 
all  causes  has  fallen  considerably  over  the  last  decade  and  a  half,  there  has 
been  no  corresponding  fall  in  the  number  of  infantile  deaths  due  to 
Prematurity  and  Congenital  conditions.  So  important  has  this  problem 
become  that,  at  the  time  of  preps&al&on  of  this  report,  a  short  peri “natal 
mortality  survey  by  the  National  Birthday  Trust  Fund  is  just  concluding 
throughout  England,  Wales  and  Scotland.  The  objects  of  this  survey  are 
chiefly  to  glean  as  much  comprehensive  information  as  possible  on  Still  Birth 
and  Neo-Natal  deaths  and  try  to  compare  the  findings  with  similar  information 
concerning  a  large  number  of  live  births.  It  is  hoped  to  determine  if  any 
mothers  are  at  special  risk  and,  if  so,  which  ones.  It  would  appear  that 

certain  mothers  are  at  risk  of  this  peri~natal  loss.  Are  there  any  social 

environmental  causes  which  have  escaped  our  attention  so  far  or  is  it  something 
more  fundamental  causing  abnormalities  in  pregnancy  and  labour? 

We  have  contributed  our  quota  of  necessary  information  from  this  District 
to  the  survey  and  like  many  more  we  are  looking  forward  to  the  outcome  with 
interest. 

What  I  consider  is  unfortunate  indeed  is  the  loss  of  young  lives  due  to 
preventable  conditions.  During  the  year  4  children  under  the  age  of  one  year 
died  from  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis.  These  conditions  are  preventable  and 
the  lesson  that  one  learns  from  this  is  that  young  children  are  very  prone  to 
pick  up  upper  respiratory  infections  and  that  parents  and  guardians  of  these 
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young  lives  should  be  most  meticulous  in  their  domestic  arrangements  to  see 
that  the  baby  is  not  subjected  to  unnecessary  risks*  The  other  infantile 
death  was  due  to  accident,  one  of  those  tragic  circumstances,  where  a  young 
child  of  six  months  died  from  suffocation  by  inhalation  of  vomited  matter 
whilst  asleep*  I  think,  without  running  the  risk  of  being  considered 
outrageously  critical,  that  this  death  too  is  a  preventable  death* 

The  Infectious  Diseases  picture  for  the  year  indicated  a  very  sharp 
increase  in  the  incidence  of  Measles  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  in  Scarlet 
Fever*  There  were  however  substantial  reductions  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  Whooping  Cough,  Pneumonia,  Dysentery  and  Food  Poisoning*  On  studying 
the  statistical  table  of  Attack  Rates  one  observes  that,  when  compared 
with  the  rest  of  the  country,  the  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases  was 
not  very  serious*  In  a  later  part  of  my  report  I  have  commented  on  the 
Influenza  epidemic  which  visited  the  district  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
but  as  Influenza  is  not  a  notifiable  disease,  I  cannot  include  any  details 
in  this  group. 

Mr.  Vickers,  my  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  as  is  usual,  has 
prepared  that  part  of  the  report  dealing  with  Sanitary  Circumstances.  He 
has  submitted  his  information  in  such  detail  and  with  such  clear  comment 
that  I  have  decided  to  include  his  report  almost  verbatim  in  this  document. 

Water  supplies  are  satisfactory*  Only  a  little  over  2%  of  the  total 
number  of  houses  in  the  district  not  being  on  a  main  public  supply.  The 
393  houses  not  on  a  public  supply  receive  water  from  private  sources,  some 
of  which  vary  in  quality  and  quantity  from  time  to  time  calling  for  advice 
to  affected  householders  to  boil  before  use.  During  the  year  the  Council 
have  given  an  order  to  the  Sheffield  Corporation  Waterworks  Department  to 
provide  a  supply  to  15  houses  in  the  small  hamlet  of  Onesacre  where  the 
water  supply  has  been  suspect  for  some  time.  This  means  an  extension  of 
the  main  from  Oughtibridge. 

As  I  mentioned  in  my  report  last  year  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
to  such  places  as  the  remainder  of  the  village  of  Dungworth,  Bradfield  and 
Howbrook  are  still  problems  receiving  much  consideration  from  the 
engineering  point  of  view  -  these  problems  will  not  be  easy  to  solve. 
Despite  the  non ^provision  of  facilities  in  these  areas  the  overall  picture 
of  the  district  is  satisfactory  particularly  when  one  considers  that  of  a 
total  number  of  13,860  houses  in  a  rural  district  all  but  1,209  are 
connected  to  a  main  sewer.  Those  1,209  have  not  the  facilities  because 
there  are  no  sewers  within  a  reasonable  distance  of  the  properties 
concerned.  I  must  mention  again  the  question  of  the  extension  of  the 
Wharncliffe  Side  Sewage  Disposal  Works  which  are  overloaded  and  are  not 
adequate  at  all  for  the  work  they  have  to  do.  Early  commencement  of  the 
scheme  is  most  desirable. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  put  on  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support  during  the 
year*  I  would  like  also  to  acknowledge  gratefully  the  advice  and  help 
which  I  have  received  from  Mr.  Kelly,  the  Clerk  to  the  Council,  and  the 
members  of  his  staff.  I  have  also  received  kindly  help  from  other  members 
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of  the  Council °s  staff  in  other  departments  and  for  this  I  am  also  grateful „ 
In  particular  I  wish  to  put  on  record  my  thanks  to  Mr  0  Vickers 9  my  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  other  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  continued  devoted  services  to  the  department  and  their 
special  help  to  me  personally «  I  must  also  put  on  record  my  sincere  thanks 
to  Dr»  Jo  Jo  Smith ,  Senior  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  for  her  personal 
help  and  advice  at  all  times  throughout  the  year  0

POPULATION  „ 

The  Registrar  General  has  given  his  estimation  of  the  population 
at  47,080.  This  is  an  increase  of  600  compared  with  the  1956  figure. 

The  total,  of  course,  includes  the  population  of  patients  and  staff  in 
the  Middlewood  Mental  Hospital,  and  staff  at  the  Wharncliffe  Hospital, 
which  is  estimated  at  2,260.  The  nett  population  of  the  district  would 
thus  be  44,820. 

There  were  638  live  births  registered  in  the  district  during  1957. 

Of  these  336  were  males  and  302  females.  This  number  is  38  more  than 
for  1957.  There  were  17  illegitimate  births,  11  male  and  6  females. 

During  the  year  there  were  9  still -"births,  5  males  and  4  females. 
This  was  5  less  than  in  1956. 

DEATHS, 

During  1957,  529  deaths,  306  males  and  223  females,  were  attributed 
to  the  district,  33  less  than  for  the  year  1956. 

I  set  out  below  tables  of  Live  Birth  Rates,  Still~birth  Rates  and 
Crude  Death  Rates,  with  those  rates  for  other  parts  of  the  Country.

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SCARLET  FEVER. 


The  sudden  increase  in  the  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  1956  was 
continued  into  1957*  There  were,  in  all,  68  cases  or  16  more  than  in  1956, 

The  incidence  was  not  so  marked  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  but  during  the 
last  quarter,  45  cases  were  notified*  This  incidence  ©oxres ponded  to  similar 
increases  in  neighbouring  districts  but  I  am  unable  to  give  any  reason  for 
this  increase  in  the  past  two  years*  Over  50%  of  the  cases  were  in  young 
children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  10  years  and  28  of  them  were  admitted  to 
hospital  for  isolation  and  treatment*  I  am  informed  that  the  type  of 
disease  was  very  mild  and  I  have  no  history  of  any  resultant  morbidity 
amongst  cases  notified* 

uimmmjA, 

It  is  nine  years  now  since  we  had  a  case  of  Diphtheria  in  the  Wort ley 
Rural  District*  I  think  it  is  safe  to  say  that  amongst  the  factors  which 
might  be  responsible  for  this  satisfactory  situation  the  most  important  is 
the  systematic  scheme  for  immunisation  against  the  disease*  So  long  as  the 
level  of  immunity  remains  above  a  certain  range  then  we  could  feel  quite 
happy  about  it*  That  level  of  immunity  amongst  the  population  is  not  remaining 

high  but  is  beginning  to  fall  and  this  means  that  unless  greater  numbers  of 
children  are  immunised  then  in  the  next  year  or  two  we  are  in  danger  of  a 
recurrence  of  this  dreadful  disease  in  our  midst*  The  fact  that  Diphtheria 
has  been  virtually  absent  over  the  years  is  probably  the  reason  for  the 
apparent  complacency  on  the  part  of  parents  and  guardians  of  young  children* 
Other  diseases  are  being  spotlighted  at  the  moment  e*g* Whooping  Cough, 
Tuberculosis  and  Poliomyelitis  and  protection  against  these  is  in  relatively 
high  demand*  But  we  must  not  allow  Diphtheria  to  be  forgotten*  I  want 
every  child  immunised  against  Diphtheria  before  the  first  birthday  is  reached* 
For  all  that  it  means  to  a  child  in  terms  of  safety  from  Diphtheria  it  is 
well  worth  while*  I  am  glad  to  report  that  in  the  Wortley  Rural  District 
during  1957  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  children  immunised  against 
Diphtheria*  In  all,  495  received  primary  protective  treatment,  an  increase 
of  129  compared  with  the  1956  figure*  Of  this  number  442  were  under  the  age 
of  5  years  and  53  were  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15  years*  Reinforcing 
doses  of  the  antigen  were  given  to  337  children  generally  at  their  first 
school  medical  inspection  at  the  commencement  of  school  life. 

MEASLES* 

There  was  a  sharp  increase  in  the  incidence  of  Measles  during  the  year 
following  a  fairly  quiet  year  in  1956*  These  cases  occurred  principally 
in  the  second  quarter  of  the  year  when  460  cases  were  reported*  In  the 
third  quarter  240  were  reported  following  which  the  disease  seemed  to 
disappear  except  for  the  odd  case  during  December*  The  part  of  the  district 
principally  affected  with  Measles  was  Ecclesfield  and  Colley  Estate  where 
there  were  338  cases*  High  Green  had  113  cases  whilst  Grenoside  and 
Chapeltown  together  had  72*  As  is  to  be  expected  the  largest  number  of 
cases  occurred  in  the  age  group  5  to  10  years  *  in  all  there  were  360  in 
this  age  group*  It  seems  that  this  disease  attacks  children  immediately 
they  go  to  school  when  for  the  first  time  they  congregate  together  in

selected  groups ,  It  is  difficult  to  control  an  outbreak  of  Measles 
amongst  children  because  the  incubation  period  of  the  causal  germ  is 
relatively  long  and  the  children  can  be  disseminating  the  infection  for 
some  days  before  exhibiting  any  marked  signs  or  symptons  of  the  disease 
itself,  At  the  same  time  I  think  that  parents  and  guardians  of  children 
could  do  a  lot  more  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  infection.  When 
Measles  is  about  the  children  suffering  from  early  symptons  of  ^running*0 
eyes  and  nose  combined  with  a  cough  should  be  put  to  bed  and  kept  there 
until  the  general  practitioner  has  seen  them  and  said  that  they  are  free 
to  mix  with  other  children,  Measles  is  a  very  highly  infectious  disease 
and  its  spread  amongst  susceptible  individuals  is  very  rapid.  It  is  so 
important  that  any  children  suffering  from  Measles  should  be  kept  isolated 
from  their  small  friends  until  free  from  infection.  The  Attack  Rate  for 
the  disease  for  the  district  for  1957  was  15,97  which  is  lower  than  that 
for  the  Administrative  County  of  the  West  Riding  but  slightly  higher  than 
that  for  the  country  as  a  whole, 

»BQOgia.fi..  CO  POL 

During  the  year  91  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified  which  was  a 
decrease  of  50  compared  with  the  figures  for  1956,  The  cases  occurred 

in  the  young  age  group  all  being  under  the  age  of  10  years  except  for  3, 

Like  Measles,  the  age  group  principally  affected  was  the  5  to  10  years 
group  which  would  indicate,  once  more,  the  risk  of  infection  when  these 
children  aggregate  together  lor  the  first  time  on  entering  school.  The 
disease  seems  to  have  been  prevalent  mostly  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
for  by  the  end  of  June9  79  ©%ses  had  been  notified.  The  districts 
principally  affected  were  the  parishes  of  Ecclesfield  (ineluding  Colley) 
Chapeltown  and  High  Green,  As  an  indication  of  the  prevalence  of  the 
disease  throughout  the  country  generally  one  notices  from  the  table  of 
attack  rates  that  in  the  Wortley  Rural  District  during  1957  the  attack 
rate  was  higher  than  that  for  the  rest  of  the  country. 

Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  was  commenced  a  year  or  two  ago 
and  whilst  there  has  not  been  the  same  initial  demand  for  the  protective 
measure  that  there  was  for  Diphtheria  the  procedure  is  becoming  quite  a 
routine  factor  in  the  early  life  of  the  child.  When  Whooping  Cough 
notifications  are  received  the  names  are  checked  against  the  list  of 
those  children  who  had  been  immunised  to  see  if  any  of  the  infected  children 
had  received  any  protective  treatment.  Each  notification  was  carefully 
cross-checked  but  none  of  the  cases  notified  during  1957  had  been  previously 
immunised.  We  should  be  looking  for  an  overall  reduction  in  the  amount 
of  Whooping  Cough  within  the  next  year  or  two  since  the  level  of  immunity 
amongst  the  younger  population  should  be  rising  and  approaching  that  point 
when  we  could  hope  for  the  disappearance  of  larger  epidemics.  The  fact 
that  the  children  can  now  be  immunised  with  the  combined  antigen,  which 
includes  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus,  may  increase  the  demand 
for  immunisation,  I  think  there  was  a  little  bit  of  resistance  on  the 
part  of  some  young  mothers  to  submit  the  child  to  so  many  injections  at 
regular  monthly  intervals  when  the  antigens  were  given  individually.  In 
the  clinics  now,  combined  antigens  are  available  and  the  Medical  Officer 
is  prepared  to  give  the  combined  antigens  if  they  are  requested. 
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The  Medical  Officer  too  is  always  prepared  to  discuss  the  whole  antigen 
question  and  the  use  of  the  combined  antigen  with  parents  and  guardians . 

In  the  Wortiey  Rural  District  during  the  year,  232  children  were  immunised 
against  Whooping  Cough  under  the  West  Riding  scheme .  This  is  an  increase 

of  78  compared  with  the  figure  for  1956 „  It  is  gratifying  to  find  this 

gradual  increase  in  demand  from  year  to  year « 

EQMQMmdXIS, 

During  the  year  there  were  3  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  notified  in  the 
Wortiey  Rural  District.  Two  cases  of  Non~Par  al y t i c  type  Poliomyelitis 
were  notified  during  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  both  cases  being 
brothers  aged  9  and  12  years  respectively.  They  were  initially  admitted 
to  the  Childrens  Hospital,  Sheffield,  where  a  diagnosis  of  Non-Paralytic 
Poliomyelitis  was  made.  The  children  were  discharged  from  hospital  a 
month  later  both  having  recovered  from  their  illness.  The  Paralytic  case 
was  a  child  aged  5  years  who  was  admitted  to  Lodge  Moor  Hospital,  Sheffield 
with  a  degree  of  paralysis  of  the  right  leg.  After  a  short  time  she  was 
transferred  to  King  Edward  VII  for  specialised  orthopaedic  care.  There 
was  some  slight  weakness  of  the  right  thigh  and  calf  muscles  but  the 
condition  improved  so  much  that  she  was  able  to  get  about  and  it  was  hoped 
she  would  be  able  to  go  home  and  return  to  normal  school  life  early  in  1958. 

The  scheme  for  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  continued  into  1957. 
This  procedure  which  was  organised  on  a  nationwide  scale  received  wide 
publicity.  It  has  been  said  that  publicity  of  this  nature  and  a  good 
Press  may  result  in  the  creation  of  more  alarm  amongst  the  people  who  are 
unin^rmed  about  what  is  involved  in  the  procedure.  I  do  not  think  there 
was  alarm  amongst  the  people  in  this  district  but  rather  a  real  desire 
to  know  all  that  was  involved  and  what  possible  dangers  could  be  anticipated. 
It  was  up  to  me  and  my  staff  to  explain  the  problem  and  this  we  did  as  best 
we  could  and  as  often  as  we  were  consulted.  I  found  the  people  most 
co-operative  and  the  response  to  the  offer  of  immunisation  most  encouraging. 

A  certain  amount  of  vaccine  was  provided  by  the  Ministry  which  was 
used  to  protect  selected  groups  of  those  who  had  already  registered  for 
vaccination.  Initially,  vaccination  was  offered  to  all  children  born 
between  1st  January,  1947  and  31st  December,  1954.  In  July  it  was  agreed 
that  children  born  in  the  years  1955  and  1956  should  be  offered  vaccination 
as  it  was  considered  that  young  children  (if  over  the  age  of  six  months) 
were  at  particular  risk  so  far  as  Poliomyelitis  was  concerned.  In  the 
division  there  were  684  children  in  the  latter  group  who  were  registered 
immediately.  Later  in  the  year  it  was  decided  that  all  children  under  the 
age  of  15  years,  as  well  as  specialised  groups  such  as  expectant  mothers, 
general  medical  practitioners  and  their  families,  ambulance  drivers  and 
attendants  and  their  families  and  any  other  person  in  the  Health  Services 
who  might  be  a  particular  risk,  should  be  offered  vaccination.  The  response 
here  was  very  good.  The  vaccine  supply  was  difficult  as  only  British 
vaccine  was  available  during  the  year  and  that  in  limited  supply. 

Throughout  the  division  only  2,843  received  the  protective  treatment  and 
5,470  were  awaiting  the  availability  of  more  vaccine. 
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It  was  obvious  that  the  bottle-neck  of  limited  supplies  must  be  cleared 
and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  we  were  informed  that,  early  in  1958,  we 
could  expect  a  supply  of  Salk  Vaccine,  prepared  in  Canada,  as  a  supplement 
to  the  British  supplies „  As  a  matter  of  interest,  at  the  time  of 
preparation  of  this  report,  June,  1958,  over  8,000  persons  had  been 
vaccinated  in  the  division,,  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  give  actual 
numbers  for  each  County  District  within  the  Division  but,  fortunately, 
because  of  our  system  of  recording  I  am  able  to  give  numbers  vaccinated 
in  1957  in  the  Wortley  Rural  District,  and  each  specific  centre  where 
vaccination  was  carried  out,  I  will  not  be  able  to  repeat  this  table 
next  year  as  the  whole  scheme  for  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  is  becoming 
an  extensive  one  involving  schools  and  clinics  and  we  find  that  there  is 
overlapping  from  one  county  district  to  another ,

VACCINATION  AGAINST,  SMALLPOX. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  during  1957  there  was  quite  an  appreciable 
increase  in  the  number  of  children  vaccinated  against  Smallpox,  There 
were  278  vaccinations,  227  of  them  were  children  under  the  age  of  one  year 
and  18  were  children  over  the  age  of  one  year  “  9  were  in  the  2  to  4  year 
age  group  and  24  were  over  the  age  of  5  years.  There  were  7 
re  “vaccinations  all  in  the  adolescent  age  groups  (15  years  +) 0  I  hope 
that  this  increase  in  th©  number  of  children  vaccinated  is  indicative  of 
a  renewed  interest  in  this  protective  measure.  Smallpox  is  a  terrible 
disease  and  it  is  nearly  too  late  to  think  about  vaccination  when  the 
disease  suddenly  appears  in  the  community,  I  said  "nearly"  which  is 
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probably  correct  9  as  reports  have  it  that  there  is  a  tremendous  demand  for 
vaccination  when  the  disease  is  reported  and  man-power  in  the  Health 
Service  is  sometimes  strained  to  the  limit  to  cope  with  the  sudden  emergency 0 
It  is  very  much  better  to  take  precautions  in  good  time  and  be  free  from 
anxiety  if  Smallpox  were  ever  reported „ 

FOOD  POISONING o 

During  the  year  only  one  case  of  Food  Poisoning  was  notified^  -  a  child 
of  18  months  in  High  Green  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  a  form  of  Food 
Poisoning  caused  by  a  relatively  uncommon  type  of  germ  of  the  Salmonella 
group o  We  were  quite  unable  to  find  the  source  of  this  organism  even  after 
prolonged  investigationc  No  other  member  of  the  family  or  in  the  immediate 
neighbourhood  seem  to  be  affected  and  we  had  to  admit  that  we  were  unable  to 
account  for  this  infection.  The  child  made  a  complete  recovery 0 

DYSENTERY „ 

Dysentery  might  be  said  to  be  closely  allied  to  Food  Poisoning  and  during 
the  year  there  were  9  cases 9  or  17  fewer  than  in  1956 »  Of  the  9  cases g  7 

occurred  in  the  second  and  third  quarters  of  the  year.  A  routine  check  up 

was  made  in  the  homes  when  all  contacts  of  the  infected  persons  were  interviewed. 

From  them  specimens  of  faeces  were  collected  for  laboratory  investigation 0  It 

% 

is  most  important  that  when  a  case  of  Dysentery  is  reported  all  the  immediate 
contacts  should  be  followed  up  and  careful  investigations  made*  tracing  back¬ 
wards  all  movements  of  the  patient  over  a  period  of  10  days  or  so.  The  idea 
is  to  try  to  limit  the  infection  to  one  particular  group  and  to  point  out  to 
all  members  of  the  group  the  dangers  of  the  spread  of  the  infection  and  hows 
by  careless  personal,  hygiene  techniques 9  that  spread  is  maintained.  I 
generally  find  that  people  nowaday®  are  becoming  more  informed  about  such 
matters  as  the  spread  of  certain  Infectious  Diseases  and9  in  particular 9  they 
are  becoming  more  aware  of  the  need  for  good  personal  hygiene  when  they  are 
concerned  with  diseases  such  as  the  Typhoid 9  Dysentery y  Food  Poisoning  group. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  44  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified 9  a  decrease  of  36 
compared  with  1956.  Of  these  12  were  notified  from  the  larger  Hospitals  and 
Institutions  leaving  a  total  of  32  district  cases.  Of  the  district  cases 9 
30  were  Pulmonary  and  2  Non -Pulmonary .  Of  the  total  number  notified 9  10 

were  transfers  into  our  area9  the  majority  of  them  being  to  the  Colley  Estate. 
During  the  year  under  review  26  notified  cases  were  discharged  from  the 
Register  as  being  cured. 

There  was  no  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visit  during  the  year  but  my 
information  is  that  we  can  expect  a  visit  from  the  Unit  to  the  Ecclesfield  and 
ChapeXtown  area  sometime  early  in  1958. 

It  is  very  encouraging  to  see  this  decrease  in  the  incidence  of 
Tuberculosis  in  the  district  but  this  is  not  the  general  picture  throughout 
the  country.  There  are  certainly  fewer  people  dying  from  Tuberculosis 
today  but  there  are  just  as  many  cases  being  notified.  More  efficient  means 
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of  early  diagnosis  together  with  a  more  intensive  check  up  of  all  contacts 
of  positive  cases  have  helped  to  find  early  cases  of  Tuberculosis  much 
sooner  -  some  of  these  might  have  been  missed  altogether  particularly  with 
elderly  patients  suffering  from  "Chronic  Bronchitis*'’,,  Another  important 
measure  in  this  tracing  of  a  case  of  Tuberculosis  is  the  procedure  of 
Tuberculin  Testing 0  At  the  present  moment  we  do  this  skin  test  on  school 
children  as  a  routine  measure  and  at  a  certain  age0  All  known  contacts 
with  positive  cases  are  skin  tested  as  a  routine  measure  in  their  general 
check  upo 

I  do  not  think  there  is  the  same  fear  today  about  Tuberculosis  as 
there  used  to  bee  Modern  methods  of  treatment  are  proving  so  successful  „ 

I  am  quite  hopeful  that  in  the  future  the  Tuberculosis  picture  will  change 
considerably  and  that  less  and  less  cases  will  be  appearing  in  the  community 0 
The  general  preventive  measures  of  good  standards  in  housing *  feeding 9 
recreation  and  in  the  more  direct  measures  such  as  the  systematic  B0C0G0 
Vaccinations  must  all  have  some  cumulative  effect  on  the  incidence  of  the 
disease o 

Like  every  other  health  team  we  investigate  every  case  of  notified 
Tuberculosis  and  we  try  to  find  out  any  possible  sources  of  infection  and 
investigate  all  contacts •  We  have*  in  the  districts  two  Chest  Clinics  at 
each  of  which  a  Consultant  Chest  Physician  is  always  available  to  help  and 
advise  in  any  of  our  investigations 0  I  am  grateful  to  both  these  colleagues 

for  their  help  on  numerous  occasions  »  We  have*  also*  a  full-time  Health 
Visitor  exclusively  employed  in  the  Tuberculosis  field 0  She  visits  the 

Clinics  and  sees  the  patients  there  during  the  consultation  with  the  Chest 
Physician „  She  visits  the  patient  in  his  or  her  home  surroundings  and 
acquires  thereby  a  picture  of  the  home  environment 0  Armed  with  this 
knowledge  and  together  with  the  close  co-operation  of  the  Chest  Physician °s 
department  and  our  department  much  benefit  is  gained  by  both  us  and  the 
patient  0 

We  do  not  forget  that  one  of  the  factors  in  the  domiciliary  care  of  the 
Tuberculosis  patient  is  that  extra  nourishment  and  other  forms  of  help* 
e„go  bed  and  bedding  are  necessary  and  may  be  difficult  to  come  by  if  the 
patient  has  lost  much  of  his  income  because  of  his  illness 0  In  this  case 
the  Local  Health  Authority  helps  and  during  the  year  16  patients  in  the 
Wortley  Rural  District  received  help  in  the  form  of  two  pints  of  milk  per 
day  free  of  charge  if  this  is  recommended  by  the  Chest  Physician  and  if  they 
are  at  home  under  his  general  treatment 0  During  the  year  one  new  patient 
received  a  bed  and  a  supply  of  bedding  whilst  in  3  instances  patients  who  had 
had  earlier  issues  of  bed  clothing  had  some  of  it  replaced »

During  the  year  7  cases  were  admitted  to  sanitoria  and  15  cases  were 
discharged.  On  the  Tuberculosis  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
481  Pulmonary  cases  and  122  Non-Pulmonary .  There  were  92  cases  removed  from 
the  Register  -  50  cured,  16  died  and  26  transferred  to  other  areas. 


B.C.G.  VACCINATION. 

The  scheme  for  vaccination  of  school  children  of  the  13/14  age  groups 
continued  in  1957.  This  has  now  become  a  routine  item  in  the  school  life 
of  every  child  and  it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  acceptance  rate  is 
increasing.  The  whole  idea  of  this  measure  is  to  test  every  child  just 
before  entry  into  adolescence  and  if  susceptible  to  disease  offer 
vaccination  with  B.C.G.  During  1957,  in  the  Wortley  Rural  District,  661 
children  presented  themselves  for  initial  skin  testing.  Of  these  we  found 
that  441  were  suitable  for  vaccination  and  this  protective  measure  was 
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offered*  Of  this  number,  432  accepted*  There  were  220  who  gave  a  positive 
result  to  the  skin  test  which  indicated  that  they  had  had  experience  with  the 
germ  of  Tuberculosis  at  some  time  in  their  lives  and  were  thus  unsuitable  for 
vaccination* 

Besides  these  661  who  were  skin  tested  we  took  the  opportunity  of 
testing  those  children  who  were  vaccinated  a  year  ago  and  who  were  still  at 
school*  There  were  281  of  this  group  and  tests  showed  that  each  had  been 
successfully  vaccinated*

INFLUENZA* 

About  the  beginning  of  August  the  first  cases  of  Influenza  appeared  in 
the  High  Green  area*  The  round-the-world  tour  of  Asian  Virus  had  begun 
about  midsummer  *  Very  few  places  escaped  and  in  this  country  quite  large 
pockets  of  incidence  appeared  in  many  towns  and  districts  surrounding  these 
towns*  This  part  of  South  Yorkshire  did  not  escape  and  very  soon  after  the 
initial  cases  appeared  we  were  experiencing  a  real  epidemic*  The  disease 
caused  a  lot  of  illness  all  over  the  place  but  the  mortality  was  low* 

Influenza  is  not  a  notifiable  disease  although  Acute  Influenzal 
Pneumonia  comes  within  the  category*  This  makes  it  difficult  to  be  factual 
so  far  as  numbers  are  concerned  and  in  consequence  we  can  only  make  an 
estimate  of  the  extent  of  the  epidemic*  To  help  us  reach  an  estimate  we 
studied  the  number  of  Influenzal  Pneumonia  cases,  the  numbers  of  sickness 
claims  from  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance,  attendance  figures  from 
schools  and  much  helpful  information  passed  on  by  General  Medical 
Practitioners  about  their  visiting  lists* 

The  epidemic  began  when  in  one  day  1  or  2  cases  of  typical  clinical 
Influenza  occurred  in  the  practice  of  a  local  General  Medical  Practitioner* 
He  rang  me  up  to  tell  me  he  had  seen  these  cases  and  he  was  advising  me  that 
they  all  looked  so  typically  Influenza;  that  it  might  be  the  beginning  of 
an  epidemic*  I  asked  if  I  might  be  allowed  to  see  the  patients  and  take 
specimens  of  throat  swabs,  and  blood  samples  for  laboratory  examination* 

I  was  given  every  possible  help  aid  co-operation  and  the  specimens  were 
duly  collected  and  taken  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  City 
General,  Hospital,  Sheffield*  The  Medical  Director  was  extremely  helpful 
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and  gave  me  much  helpful  advice 0  He  informed  me  there  had  been  some 
indications  from  other  districts  that  the  same  illness  was  being  experienced „ 
After  a  period  of  a  few  days  the  report  I  received  was  that  the  infection  was 
one  of  Influenza  and  that  a  Virus  of  the  Asian  Type  was  responsible „ 

The  epidemic  increased  rather  rapidly ,  older  children  in  the  Junior 
Schools  and  the  children  in  the  Secondary  Modern  and  Grammar  Schools 
being  particularly  affected.  It  was  remarkable  how  the  disease  spread  over 
the  Division.  It  began  in  High  Green  and  it  was  approximately  two  weeks 
before  the  children  in  the  Ecclesfield  schools  had  comparable  numbers  of 
absentees.  It  was  later  still  before  it  reached  the  Westnall  Ward,  The 
epidemic  grew  in  extent  until  during  the  third  week  of  September  over  19300 
cases  were  estimated  to  have  occurred  in  the  whole  Division,  Fortunately 
there  was  little  or  no  illness  amongst  the  staffs  and  the  work  of  the 
department  was  never  affected  in  any  way.  Towards  the  latter  part  of 
September  the  number  of  cases  began  to  get  less  and  by  early  December  the 
wave  had  passed. 

The  ’"official1*  description  of  the  Infection  was  that  it  was  ’’Mild”  but 
I  hesitate  to  agree  with  this  description,  I  thought  it  was  a  rather 
serious  form  which  was  tremendously  infectious  and  attacked  many  of  the 
healthy  young  adults  in  the  population.  The  illness  experienced  by  those 
affected  was  very  debilitating  and  although  I  admit  it  was  a  relatively 
short  duration  it  nevertheless  seriously  weakened  the  patient.  The 
Ministry  made  available  a  limited  supply  of  vaccine  to  be  offered  to  staff 
particularly  at  risk  so  far  as  Influenza  was  concerned.  The  short  supply 
I  received  was  offered  to  such  personnel  in  this  Division  and  most  of  those 
concerned  accepted  the  offer. 

There  were  10  deaths  due  to  Influenza  during  the  year. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  AND  AMENDMENT  ACT,  1951, 

There  was  no  occasion  during  1957  for  action  to  be  taken  under  the  above 
mentioned  Acts, 

JEFF COCK  TRUST,  ECCLESFIELD, 

I  think  I  ought  to  mention  again 9  this  year  that  the  above  Trust  have 
continued  to  provide  a  most  welcome  Chiropody  Service  for  aged  people  in 
Ecclesfield  and  Grenoside,  There  is  no  doubt  at  all  that  one  of  the  most 
handicapping  conditions  amongst  aged  persons  is  foot  discomfort.  To  be 
able  to  have  regular  and  skilled  treatment  means  that  these  old  folks  can 
get  about  free  from  discomfort  and  in  many  cases 9  pain.  Anything  that  can 
help  to  keep  these  folks  ambulant  is  contributing  much  to  their  general 
welfare. 

At  the  clinic  at  Jeff cock  Nurse °s  Home  there  is  a  skilled  chiropodist 
who  attends  two  sessions  a  week.  The  clinic  is  fully  equipped  and  very 
compact.  During  1957 „  151  sessions  were  held  and  treatment  was  given  to 


1 9 382  patients  (504  male  and  878  female) 0  Of  these  118  were  Grenoside  patients 
and  18264  were  from  Ecclesfieldo  Transport  was  provided  for  two  patients 0 

I  have  had  reports  from  my  Health  Visitors  informing  me  of  the  pleasure 
this  service  gives  to  many  of  these  people 0  I  want  to  put  on  record  my  thanks 
to  the  Trust  for  this  contribution  to  the  Health  and  Welfare  of  these  aged 
people 0 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

It  seems  to  me  that  of  all  subjects  Health  Education  is  the  most 
difficult  to  get  across  to  the  public „  It  would  appear  that  the  interest  in 
Health  is  of  less  significance  than  it  is  in  Ill -Health „  It  also  occurs  to 
me  that  the  average  citizen  does  not  bother  a  great  deal  so  long  as  he/she  knows 
that  there  is  someone  available  to  deal  with  a  breakdown  which  is  probably  due 
to  mismanagement  in  the  general  care  of  his/her  health 0  Is  the  apathy  in  these 
cases  due  to  the  fact  that  correctives  or  pallatives  are  so  easily  available? 

I  do  not  think  there  is  enough  emphasis  put  on  the  teaching  of  ways  and 
means  of  prevention  of  ill-health  and  the  maintainance  of  good  health 0  Too 
much  of  the  ill-health  we  see  today  is  preventable 0 

Field  workers  in  the  Health  Team  are  doing  excellent  work  by  teaching 
Health  whenever  possible0  Health  Visitors 9  with  Midwives  conduct  small  group 
meetings  of  expectant  mothers  for  a  general  and  helpful  discussion  about  all 
the  problems p  real  and  imaginary 9  concerning  their  pregnancy  and  early  mother¬ 
hood  o  I  understand  that  these  meetings  are  very  popular  -  film-strip  talks 
are  held  regularly 0  At  the  Child  Welfare  clinics  the  Health  Visitors  have 

informal  discussions  with  mothers  about  the  general  welfare  of  the  baby  and 
these  mother®  appreciate  it  all0  In  schools  we  take  every  opportunity  to 
impress  upon  the  children  that  the  elementary  principles  of  Hygiene  are  as 
equally  important  in  their  educational  development  as  some  other  things  they 
learn  in  school Q  I  find  that  children  are  really  interested  and  I  also 
find  that  Head  Teachers  are  most  kind  and  helpful  about  these  matters «  When 
the  child  attends  for  routine  school  medical  inspection  the  parent  usually 
attends  at  the  same  time0  We  take  this  opportunity  to  talk  with  the  parent 
and  enlist  her  (it  is  usually  the  mother)  help  which  we  never  fail  to  getQ 

The  only  real  failing  in  this  latter  means  of  contact  is  that  although 
there  is  nearly  100%  attendance  of  mothers  at-  the  first  school  medical 
inspection  at  the  age  of  5  the  numbers  attending  at  the  8  year  old  inspection 
are  very  much  less0  At  the  11  year  inspection  it  is  seldom  we  see  the  parent 

and  at  school  leaving  age  it  is  an  event  indeed  it  a  parent  shows  up0  This 
is  a  pity  for  the  need  for  the  parent  to  talk  with  the  School  Medical  Officer 
is  a  real  need  and  is  still  important  even  if  the  child  is  getting  older 0 
Of  course  I  have  heard  that  the  children  themselves  in  some  instances  have 
asked  the  parents  not  to  attend 0  The  child  probably  thinks  it  is  more 
"“grown-up™  if  Mother  does  not  attend 0  A  very  unfortunate  impression* 

All  this  is  augmented  by  Posters 9  film-strip  lectures 9  and  other  visual 
aid  to  education  in  health  principles 0 
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One  finds  that  thera  is  a  sudden  interest  in  Health  when  some  crisis  has 
to  be  facedo  When  Asian  Influenza  strikes  the  district 8  poliomyelitis 
appears  in  our  midst 9  or  if  there  is  threat  of  small-pox  then  there  is  a  keen 
demand  for  advice  and  helpc  Here  it  is  fear  that  motivates  the  desire  for 
advice0  Fear  of  Poliomyelitis v  Small -Pox  or  Cancer  or  any  other  disease  is 
the  offspring  of  ignorance  about  these  diseases 0  The  more  people  know  about 
these  things  the  less  they  are  afraid,  Not  so  many  years  ago  the  word 
Tuberculosis  was  enough  to  cause  near  panic 0  It  is  not  so  today 0  Health 
Education  has  taught  that  a  sensible  approach  to  the  problem  can  result  in 
cure 9  or  at  least s  reduced  activity  and  quiescence 0 

When  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  was  first  offered  much  was  said 
and  written  which  in  some  ways  did  not  assure  the  public ,  We  had  to  face 
up  to  many  awkward  questions  from  apprehensive  and  anxious  parents 0  All 
members  of  the  Health  Team  were  involved  and  they  gladly  gave  advice  to  those 
whom  they  met  within  their  respective  spheres  of  dutyQ 

It  is  a  big  subject  and  we  must  have  the  help  of  the  public  to  carry  out 
this  part  of  our  work,  All  we  ask  is  that  they  will  invite  us  to  discuss 

problems  of  Health  with  themQ  We  are  anxious  to  know  all  the  difficulties  - 
we  may  be  able  to  solve  some  of  them. 

In  one  particular  fields  Home  Safety 9  I  have  been  directing  a  special 
effort  to  try  to  arouse  some  real  interest 0  I  mentioned  this  subject  in 

my  report  last  year  and  I  had  hoped  to  sense  a  greater  awareness  of  the 
gravity  of  the  problem *  I  was  invited  to  speak  at  meetings  in  Grenoside 
and  at  the  Old  Peoples0  Meeting  Room  in  Wordsworth  Avenue,  There  is  a  Home 
Safety  Committee  in  Grenoside  which  is  active  and  passes  on  propaganda 
material  at  appropriate  times ,  They  also  held  small  exhibitions  on  a  few 
occasions  and  I  think  their  efforts  were  notieedo  But  these  good  folks 
must  have  more  encouragement  to  continue  this  worthwhile  task.  They  must 
be  asked  to  take  part  more  in  the  social  life  of  the  district  and  in  so 
doing  keep  Home  Safety  as  a  general  talking  point,  I  am  grateful  for  the 
work  this  committee  does  -  I  wish  there  were  more  of  them  in  the  district. 

The  loss  of  life  from  Home  Accidents  is  appalling.  There  were  69145  such 
deaths  during  the  year ,  The  word  ssHorae’1  should  be  synonymous  with 
’’security  It  does  not  look  like  it,0 

Deaths  on  the  road  in  the  same  period  were  595OO0  or  over  640  fewer 
than  occurred  in  the  home.

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Afeternitv  Cases.  Hospitals  available  for  M&ternity  cases  - 
HallamsMre  Maternity  Hom@p  Chapeltown^  City  General  Hospital 9  Sheffield; 
Jessop  Hospital  for  Women 9  Sheffield  and  the  St  e  Helen  Hospital 9  Barnsley 0 

General  Hospitals .  Those  in  Sheffield  and  Barnsley  are  the  ones 
chiefly  used. 

Laboratory  Services  <>  The  Medical  Research  Laboratories  at  Wakefield  9 
Barnsley  and  Sheffield  are  available  to  assist  in  any  investigation  we  may 
require o  Their  respective  Medical.  Directors  are  always  ready  to  advise  on 
any  problem. 

MORXUARlL 


The  necessary  accommodation  with  facilities  for  Post-Mortem 
examinations  is  available  at  the unortuary  in  Salt  Box  Lane0  Since  I 
presented  my  last  report  there  have  been  some  internal  improvements  to  the 
mortuary o  The  floors  and  walls  have  been  reconstructed  with  impervious 
material  and  the  lighting  has  been  renewed  and  increased .  Special  flyproof 
doorways  and  windows  have  been  installed 0  The  building  is  now  quite  up-to- 
dat  e  o 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE  0 

The  ambulance  service  is  a  County  Service  controlled  by  the  County 
Ambulance  Officer  from  Ms  head-quarters  at  Birkenshaw0  The  particular 
section  of  the  service  provided  for  this  district  is  controlled  from  the 
depot  in  Hoylando  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  number  of  vehicles 
stationed  at  this  depot  but  this  fact  does  not  have  the  same  significance 
as  it  used  to  haveQ  A  radio  transmitter  is  installed  at  the  depot  in 
Hoyland  which  makes  a  whole  fleet  of  vehicles  within  easy  call  if  they 
are  required  urgently 0  Before  this  installation  it  was  necessary  to 
contact  Birkenshaw  for  help  if  demand  exceeded  supply  of  vehicles 0  Nowe 
sister  depots  at  Wath  and  Maltby  and  the  new  one  at  Penistone^  when  it 
becomes  operative 9  are  all  within  easy  reach.  Thus  anything  up  to  24 
vehicles  are  on  call  for  24  hours  a  day. 

CLINICS. 

Most  areas  of  the  district  are  provided  with  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  clinics.  I  have  appended  a  list  of  these  clinics  below.  The 
staff  is  made  up  of  a  Medical  Officer 9  one  (sometimes  two)  Health  Vistitor (s) 9 
and  a  varying  number  of  most  excellent  ladies  who  are  the  Voluntary  Workers. 
The  Medical  Officer  sees  cases  referred  to  him/her  by  the  Health  Visitor  when 
a  specialist  opinion  is  required.  The  Medical  Officer  also  carries  out 
Immunisations  and  Vaccinations  regularly.  The  Health  Visitors  interview 
mothers  and  give  general  advice  if  such  is  necessary;  and  she  has  informal 
talks  with  groups  from  time  to  time. 

The  Voluntary  workers  do  a  great  work.  They  come  week  after  week  and 
they  always  seem  to  be  busy.  They  assist  in  keeping  the  registers  * 
weighing  the  babies  and  recording  the  weights  *  selling  the  Baby  Foods  and 
Welfare  Foods 9  and  organising  ways  and  means  of  collecting  enough  money 
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to  provide  a  Xmas  Party  for  the  clinic  "regulars9^  and  there  is  the  cup  of 
tea  which  they  arrange  and  which  is  no  inconsiderable  factor  in  the  clinic °s 
routine o  These  ladies  are  deserving  of  much  praise  for  their  devoted 
service  and  I  am  happy  to  put  on  record  my  personal  thanks  for  all  they  do  in 
our  clinics o 

Some  of  the  clinic  premises  are  not  up  to  the  standards  one  would  like 
but  many  have  had  improvements  carried  out  and  amenities  have  been  improved 
in  others 0  In  one  instance  we  find  it  is  impossible  to  improve  the 
conditions  any  more  and  this  faet9  coupled  with  an  increase  in  the  population 
in  the  district  served  by  this  clinic D  has  meant  that  other  premises  had  to 
be  sought o  At  the  time  of  preparation  of  this  report  negotiations  had  been 
successfully  completed  to  use  the  Norfolk  Hi, 11  Methodist  Schoolrooms  as  the 
Grenoside  clinic*  It  is  hoped  to  be  using  these  premises  before  next  winter 

In  some  of  the  more  rural  parts  of  the  District  we  use  a  Mobile  Clinic 0 
This  is  a  very  useful  addition  to  the  service 0  Here  we  have  a  "clinic-on- 
wheels09  which  goes  to  the  people  in  the  outlying  parts 0  The  chance  for 
these  mothers  in  such  areas  to  enjoy  clinic  facilities  are  few  indeedo  With 
the  mobile  service  we  go  once  a  fortnight  to  a  fixed  spot  which  has  been 
chosen  because  it  is  the  most  central  for  the  surrounding  area  to  be  covered* 
To  this  come  the  mothers  with  their  babies 0  Here  they  have  the  Health 

Visitor  to  talk  to  and  here  the  baby  may  be  weighed  and  any  advice  obtained * 

A  ‘Medical  Officer  attends  from  time  to  time  to  carry  out  vaccinations  and 
immunisations  and  give  any  medical  advice  which  it  is  possible  to  giveQ 
The  unit  is  stationed  in  the  yard  of  Padley  Farm  at  Dungworth  one  session  a 
fortnight  and  it  is  well  attended*  There  were  over  100  attendances  in  1957* 
Another  useful  part  about  this  scheme  is  that  when  a  mother  with  baby  finds 
it  difficult  to  get  to  the  clinic  because  of  transport  or  other  difficulty 
the  Land  Rover  9  which  pulls  the  unit9  goes  off  to  collect  them  and  fetches 
them  to  the  clinic*  Afterwards  they  are  taken  home*  The  unit  also 
visits  Ewd en9  in  Stocksforidge  Urban  District  once  a  fortnight  and  we  find 
that  mothers  attend  tooth  ehoging  the  one  most  convenient  for  that  particular 
week* 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS*  There  is  only  one  Ante-natal  Clinic  as  such  in  the 
Wortley  District*  At  the  ordinary  Welfare  Clinics  the  Medical  Officers 
see  expectant  mother®  by  appointment*  This  is  particularly  so  at  Grenoside 
and  Stannington*  Most  of  the  ante -natal  work  now  is  done  by  the  patient  °s 
own  doctor  at  his  surgery*  This  means  that  the  clinic  provided  by  the  Local 
Health  Authority  is  in  much  less  demand*  We  have  the  closest  liaison  with 
the  general  medical  practitioner®  in  the  Ante-natal  work  and  in  one  instance 
the  District/Nurse  Midwife  attends  at  the  practitioner  °s  surgery  when  he 
conducts  his  clinic*  The  important  thing  is  that  the  mothers-to-be  get 
ante-natal  advice  and  guidance  and  I  am  sure  they  do  get  that*  In  our 
clinics  the  Medical  Officer  is  in  attendance  with  the  Health  Visitor  and  the 
Midwife*  These  clinics  are  very  successful  and  at  them  much  advice  is  given 
Besides  attending  the  clinic  session  these  expectant  mothers  attend  in  the 
mornings  -  Gatty  Hall 9  Ecclesfield  on  Thursday  and  Grenoside  on  Wednesdays* 

On  those  occasions  the  Health  Visitors  with  occasionally  the  midwives 9  give 
short  lectures 9  film-strip  talks  and  conduct  special  discussion  groups  on 
varying  subjects  connected  with  their  approaching  confinement*  The  midwives 
carry  out  training  in  Relaxation  exercises  and  general  principles  of 
Mothercraf t  *

These  group  classes  are  very  well  attended  and  continue  without  any 
interruption*  This  in  itself  is  an  indication  of  the  popularity  of  the 
whole  affair* 

EYE  CLINICS  * 

When  it  is  necessary  an  Eye  Clinic  is  held  in  the  Miners®  Welfare  Hall, 
Chapeltown*  Usually  it  is  held  on  the  1st*  Tuesday  of  each  month*  The 
Consultant  Ophthalmologist  attends  at  these  clinics  to  see  those  children 
referred  to  him  for  specialist  care*  During  the  year  169  new  cases  were 
seen  by  the  specialist  and  he  prescribed  glasses  in  400  instances*  Besides 
seeing  new  cases  Mr*  McNeill  sees  children  who*  because  of  some  defect  of 
vision*  must  have  regular  examinations  at  stated  intervals* 

SUN-RAY  CLINIC  * 

A  sun-ray  lamp  is  installed  at  the  Jeff cock  Home*  Ecclesfield  and 
twice  a  week  -  Tuesday  and  Friday  afternoons  -  children  attend  for  treatment* 
These  cases  are  generally  referred  by  the  School  Medical  Officer*  and 
General  Medical  Practitioners*  The  clinic  is  supervised  by  a  Trained 
Nurse*  specially  trained  in  the  use  of  the  particular  apparatus  and  who 
incidentally  is  an  Assistant  Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse* 

SCHOOL  CLINICS* 

These  clinics  are  held  on  Monday  mornings  and  on  Thursday  mornings  at 
the  Gatty  Hall*  These  were  organised  chiefly  for  the  treatment  of  minor 
ailments  amongst  school  children  and  although  the  demand  on  the  clinic  is 
much  less  than  it  used  to  be  it  is  still  a  very  useful  session*  If  there 
is  anything  special  about  the  child  the  case  is  referred  to  the  Medical 
Officer  by  appointment* 

At  this  clinic *  we  have  the  group  training  class  for  that  group  of 
children  and  young  adults  who  are  Educational  Subnormal*  These  classes 
are  conducted  by  the  Home  Teacher* 

It  is  well  nigh  impossible  to  visit  every  home  and  give  individual 
instruction  to  each  of  these  cases*  Instead  they  are  encouraged  to  attend 
in  groups  and  a  group  class  is  held*  They  are  very  much  happier  in 

consequence  and  these  children  love  to  attend*  It  is  amazing  how  much 
they  can  be  controlled  and  even  taught*  Hand-craft  is  the  main  method  of 
instruction*  These  classes  are  held  in  the  Gatty  Hall*  Ecclesfield  and 
at  Wheata  Road  Clinic*  At  the  end  of  August  the  Home  Teacher*  Miss 
Porter  left  the  service  on  being  promoted  organiser  of  an  Occupational 
Centre  at  Hemsworth*  She  was  replaced  by  Miss  Kershaw  and  Mrs*  Lloyd 
that  there  was  no  break  in  the  continuity  of  the  classes*  Since  that 
time  the  classes  at  Wheata  Road  have  been  extended  from  one  weekly  half 
day  session  to  two  full  day  sessions  -  Wednesday  and  Thursday, 

These  teachers  will  attend  at  the  houses  of  those  unable  to  get  to 
the  fixed  centres*  These  children  receive  the  same  type  of  training 

and  develop  the  same  interest  in  what  they  do*  It  has  been  known  for  one 
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or  two  on  certain  occasions  to  be  brought  to  the  clinic  to  spend  the  class 
morning  with  his  similarly  handicapped  friends * 

This  service  is  an  urgent  one  and  it  is  growing  to  such  an  extent  that 
the  home  teachers  are  finding  it  difficult  to  organise  all  the  different 
types  of  training*  An  Occupational  Centre  in  the  District  is  very  much 
needed  and  I  am  glad  to  report  that  headway  is  beipg  made  in  the 
negotiations  for  the  establishment  of  such  a  centre  at  High  Green  in  the 
forseeable  future*

The  Health  Visitor  is  one  of  the  most  important  members  of  the  team  of 
field  workers o  She  is  the  liaison  between  the  home  and  the  family  doctor 
and  between  the  latter  and  the  hospital 0  She  is  the  home  visitor  and  is  the 
one  who  appraises  the  environmental  aspect  of  the  family  with  which  she  is 
concerned o  The  environment  plays  a  large  part  in  the  social  welfare  of  the 
homeQ  If  the  home  is  the  basic  unit  of  society  its  health  and  ability  to 
co-operate  with  its  neighbour  must  be  of  prime  importance 0  The  Health 
Visitor  is  the  one  person  in  the  team  who  is  responsible  for  sensing  the 
environmental  hazards  and  instituting  the  appropriate  form  of  relief 0  Her 
work  is  largely  concerned  with  visits  to  the  homes  where  there  is  a  new 
baby0  Her  advice  here  is  always  welcome 0  She  has  probably  visited  the 

expectant  mother  before  the  baby  was  born  and  has  become  a  friend  of  the 
family o  All  children  under  the  age  of  5  years  require  special  visiting  and 
it  is  in  this  part  of  her  work  where  the  Health  Visitor  begins  Health 
Education  in  the  home0  There  may  be  a  member  of  the  family  in  hospital  and 


a  report  is  asked  for  about  some  environmental  factor  which  the  consultant  is 
anxious  to  study 0  Here  the  Health  Visitor  supplies  the  informal ion 0  There 
are  group  training  classes  and  group  discussions  to  conduct  and  there  are  the 
detailed  records  of  patients  and  families  which  she  has  to  keep  up-to-date; 
all  part  of  the  Health  Visitor °s  work0  She  is  9  of  course 0  a  highly  trained 
person d  being  a  trained  nurse  with  at  least  part  Midwifery  training  and  she 
is  University  trained  in  Social  Science  as  well 0 

During  the  year  we  were  unfortunate  in  having  a  depleted  staff  of  Health 
Visitors o  Mss  Gregory  was  transferred  from  the  Ecclesfield  area  to  part  of 
Westnall  Ward  and  part  Deepcar  in  Stocksbridge  Urban  District 0  One  of  the 
Penistone  Health  Visitors  was  ill  for  some  time  and  relief  had  to  be  sent  from 
this  area 9  Mra0  Simpson  and  Miss  Bates  doing  urgent  visiting  over  there  when 
it  was  required o  To  try  to  relieve  the  situation  I  engaged  the  services  of 
State  Registered  Nurses  to  work  on  a  part-time  temporary  basis  and  assist  in 
the  Health  Visiting  Service 0  So  much  extra  work  in  connection  with 
visiting  the  aged  sick  and  seeing  to  their  needs  9  particularly  with  regard  to 
domestic  help  9  demanded  a  great  deal  of  timeQ  The  temporary  help  we  had 
relieved  the  pressure  in  this  section  of  the  work 0 

Altogether  the  Health  Visitors  paid  IO9917  visits  to  homes  in  this 
district  during  1957  0  This  is  fewer  than  in  1956  but  one  or  two 
factors  were  against  us0  There  was  the  restriction  on  motor  travel  due  to 
petrol  rationing  early  in  the  year  9  the  unexpected  depletion  of  staff  and 
the  new  duties  in  connection  with  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  calling 
for  the  establishment  of  new  clinics 0  There  was  also  the  increased  number 
of  School  Medical  Inspections  taking  in  more  and  more  of  the  8 -year  old 
groups o  All  this  made  heavy  demands  on  the  Health  Visitors0  limited  timec 

Unfortunately  when  there  is  a  scarcity  of  Health  Visitors  0  time  the 
first  thing  to  sniffer  is  the  Home  Visiting 0  This  is  to  be  deplored  but 
there  is  nothing  we  can  do  about  it  until  we  have  an  adequate  establishment « 

One  of  the  most  perplexing  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  is  the 
supervision  of  Home  Helps 0  It  is  so  important  that  these  Helps  should  be 
visited  regularly  to  confirm  that  the  work  is  being  done  and  the  hours 
effectively  usedo  The  Home  Help  often  wants  advice  from  the  Health  Visitor 
about  some  aspect  of  the  duties  and  the  householder  very  often  wants  to 
discuss  the  service  generally e  If  the  Health  Visitor  or  her  representative 
does  not  maintain  a  firm  contact  in  these  homes  the  service  may  suffer  <>  To 
be  safe  we  must  keep  up  our  establishment  of  Health  Visitors 0

During  the  year  we  had  an  unfortunate  experience  so  far  as  our  Mdwives 
were  concerned *  Four  left  the  service  and  we  were  only  able  to  obtain  one 
new  appointmento  This  very  severe  loss  of  establishment  is  making  the 
service  very  difficult  to  operate 0  We  have  had  to  recast  the  districts  of 

those  nurses  practising  midwifery  and  we  have  Hoy land  midwives  coming  into 
parts  of  High  Green  and  Chapeltown  and  Stocksbridge  midwives  helping  out  in 
the  Ought ibridge/Wharnclif fe  Side  areas 0  The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that, 
throughout  the  whole  division  we  are  experiencing  an  acute  shortage  of 
midwives «,  Those  that  we  have  are  doing  an  excellent  job  and  we  have  always 
managed  to  give  a  service  0  The  service  must  be  as  flexible  as  possible  so 

that  any  one  midwife  can  be  moved  at  a  moment  °s  notice  to  a  part  where  the 
demand  is  greater „ 


The  Relief  midwife  acts  most  of  her  time  in  one  area  except  when  there 
is  help  required  somewhere  urgently  in  the  divisione  These  midwives  have 
not  only  managed  to  give  a  domiciliary  midwifery  service  but  they  still 
managed  to  give  talks  at  Ante-natal  clinics  and  demonstrated  Relaxation 
Exercises  to  selected  groups «  They  also  maintained  regular  visiting  of  the 
expectant  mother  in  her  home* 
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All  the  midwives  are  mobile  and  are  thus  able  to  move  freely  about  the 
district 0  Each  is  fully  qualified  to  administer  Gas  and  Air  Anaesthesia 
and  each  possesses  the  appropriate  equipment  to  administer  this  aide  During 
the  year  they  attended  231  confinements *  204  as  Midwives  and  27  as  Maternity 
Nurses o  Only  48  of  these  patients  asked  for  *  and  received  Gas  and  Air 
Analgesia o 

Amongst  them  the  midwives  made  a  total  of  2*081  Ante-natal  and  5*191 
Post-natal  visits 0

I  am  indebted  to  Mr  0  P0  Fullwood,  one  of  my  senior  administrative  staff 
for  the  following  report «  As  it  gives  the  picture  to  date  I  can  do  no 
better  than  include  it  verbatim  in  this  document 
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"Section  29  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act *  1946 *  empowers  the  Local 
Health  Authority  to  provide  domestic  help  "for  households  where  such  help  is 
required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill*  lying-in*  an 
expectant  mother *  mentally  defective *  aged*  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory 
school-age  within  the  meaning  of  the  Education  Act *  1944"0 

There  is  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  here  is  a  tangible  service  and  the 
public  are  now  fully  aware  of  its  implications « 

In  this  Division  the  first  Home  Helps  commenced  duty  during  the  early 
part  of  1948 o  By  the  end  of  the  following  year  <we  were  in  possession  of 
statistics  covering  the  first  full  yearns  worko  The  approved  establishment 
at  the  time  was  25  full-time  Home  Helps 0  During  that  year  there  had  been 
employed  in  a  part-time  capacity  54  Home  Helps *  working  34*045  hours  at  159 
cases o  An  analysis  of  these  cases  is  given  below s-

At  the  outset  the  cases  were  predominantly  "Lying-in"  with  Ordinary 
Illness  cases  running  a  close  second 0  Only  3„1%  were  concerned  with  aged 

persons o  How  different  is  the  picture  now? 

In  the  first  instance  the  basic  establishment  has  increased  to  the 
equivalent  of  42  full-time  Home  Helps *  and  in  addition  we  can  draw  on  extra 
staff  from  the  County  Reserve  Pool  each  quarter  provided  the  request  can  be 
justified o  The  number  of  Domestic  Helps  employed  at  the  year  end  was  119

There  has*  therefore*  been  a  complete  swing  away  from  Maternity  cases  to 
Care  of  the  Aged*  the  percentage  of  the  latter  being  77%  compared  with  11% 
of  Maternity  cases <, 

The  cost  of  providing  a  service  in  this  Division  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December*  1957  was  £19*565*  of  which  £16*264  went  towards  providing 
the  Aged  in  the  area  with  Domestic  Helps 0  The  amount  received  back  by  the 
West  Riding  County  Council  by  way  of  recovery  charges  was  infinitesimal  * 


Here  is  perhaps  one  useful  argument  to  quote  next  time  we  are  asked  that 
hardy  annual  "what  do  we  pay  rates  for  ?"  Mich  has  been  said  and  written 
about  the  "problem"  of  the  aged,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  as  yet  no 
problem.  Admittedly  the  nation  is  getting  older ,  but  it  will  be  another 
decade  or  more  before  we  can  truthfully  say  that  we  have  a  problem  on  our 
hands,  and  the  solution  is  not  going  to  be  through  the  Domestic  Help  Service, 
The  cost,  increasing  as  it  does,  year  by  year,  will  eventually  be  prohibitive. 

In  1956  the  County  Council,  at  a  meeting,  passed  a  resolution  informing 
County  District  Councils  that  they  would  be  prepared  to  consider  the  making 
of  contributions  under  Section  126  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1948  towards 
the  expenses  incurred  by  County  District  Councils  in  the  development  of 
services  for  the  aged  persons  accommodated  on  Council  Estates,  subject  to 
certain  conditions  ,  One  condition  was  that  such  aged  persons  for  the 
tenancy  of  these  houses  should  be  selected  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer 
in  conjunction  with  the  Divisional  Welfare  Officer, 

Briefly,  the  general  idea  of  this  scheme  is  that  County  District 
Councils  when  developing  new  Housing  Estates  should  plan  for  a  small  colony 
of  Aged  Persons  dwellings,  with  a  residence  for  a  warden  who  would  be 
responsible  for  the  care  and  general  well  being  of  the  residents  in  that 
particular  area.  There  would  be  a  system  of  bells  connected  from  each 
bungalow  to  the  warden °s  house  so  that  he  could  be  summoned  quickly  in  an 
emergency.  If  this  scheme  should  materialise,  I  envisage  the  Home  Help 
Service  becoming  an  integral  part  of  it,  with  a  consequent  saving  of  time, 
energy  and  cost. 

In  the  meantime  the  ladies  of  the  Domestic  Help  Service  continue  to  do 
a  wonderful  job.  We  have  experienced  in  some  districts  slight  trouble 
with  recruitment,  contending  as  we  do  with  competition  from  the  large 
industrial  concerns  who  need  domestic  and  kitchen  staff  for  their  canteens , 
Factories  seem  to  have  an  insatiable  appetite  for  female  labour •  I  find 

the  best  age  for  recruits  to  the  service  is  between  30  and  60  years.  They 
are  generally  married  with  families,  and  at  that  age  are  fully  experienced 

in  running  a  home.  The  older  women  in  their  fifties  are  adapt  at  handling 
the  old  folks.  Having  a  calm,  tranquil  outlook  on  life  they  are  possessed 
with  just  the  right  amount  of  patience  mixed  with  gentle  firmness  to  manage 
the  aged  patient  who,  let  us  face  it,  can  be  cantankerous  and  awkward  on 
occasions , 

I  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the  members  of  the  Domestic  Help  Service  who, 
by  their  conduct  and  appearance  have  removed  from  their  job  the  stigma  of 
"charring"  and  raised  it  to  a  level  of  dignity,  making  the  work  not  only  a 
service  but  also  a  calling 0 

To  the  new  recruit  I  offer  a  warm  welcome; 
it  is  rewarding 0" 
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the  work  is  not  easy  but 


During  1957 „  a  total  of  64^806  Domestic  Help  hours  were  provided  in  the 
Wortley  Rural  District 0  In  all  91  Domestic  Helps  were  employed p  attending  the 
homes  of  282  cases 0  Of  this  total  159  were  continuing  cases  from  1955 9  the 
remainder  being  new  ones*

The  total  rainfall  measured  on  the  gauge  at  the  rear  of  the  Council 
Offices  was  26.68  inches. 

The  heaviest  monthly  fall  occurred  in  August  when  4.09  inches  were 
recorded.  The  lowest  was  in  April  when  the  reading  was  0.08  inches. 

The  total  rainfall  was  substantially  lower  than  that  for  1956 
(32.625  inches)  and  lower  than  the  average  for  the  25  years  preceding 
1952  (28.847  inches).  (The  siting  of  the  gauge  was  changed  in  1952  and 
rainfall  figures  were  incomplete  for  that  year).

x  Alteration  of  Parish  boundaries  resulting  in  transfer  of  57  houses  from  Tankersley 
Parish  to  High  Green  Ward  of  Eccles field  Parish. 
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The  Sheffield  Corporation  Waterworks  supply  11,212  dwellings  in  the 
district  equivalent  to  83 . 3%  of  all  houses  on  a  mains  supply. 

The  supply  is  obtained. from  moorland  gathering  grounds  which  impart 
acid  characteristics  to  the  water.  In  some  cases  the  content  of 
ammonia  naturally  present  is  sufficient  to  obviate  the  necessity  to  add 
ammonia  for  chlorine  fixation  purposes  at  the  filter  station. 

The  bacteriological  and  physical  characteristics  of  the  water  are 
safeguarded  and  improved  by  control  of  the  gathering  grounds,  long 
storage,  flocculation  and  sand  filtration  and  final  chlorination  or 
chi or  ami nation  before  discharge  to  the  trunk  distribution  mains. 

The  impounding  area  and  filter  station  for  the  Bradfield  system  of 
reservoirs  lie  within  the  rural  district  as  do  large  areas  of  the  Morehall 
and  Langsett  systems  although  in  these  cases  the  control  works  are  in 
adjoining  districts.  The  Hollowmeadows  reservoirs  which  lie  partly  within 
the  district  are  used  for  compensation  water  purposes  only. 

Outlying  moorland  in  the  Bradfield  Parish  forms  part  of  the 
gathering  ground  for  the  Howden  reservoirs  which  comprise  part  of  the 
Derwent  Valley  system  controlled  by  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board. 

Water  is  supplied  from  this  system  to  Sheffield  Corporation  Waterworks. 

This  Council fs  Bradfield  supply  is  obtained  from  springs  and 
boreholes  at  Hallbroom.  The  spring  water  is  soft  and  acid  in  character 
and  forms  the  bulk  of  the  supply  when  available  in  the  required  volume. 

There  are  two  boreholes.  The  water  from  these  is  fairly  hard,  the 
hardness  being  of  a  temporary  character.  The  bacteriological  quality 
of  the  spring  water  is  subject  to  fluctuation  and  the  Minister  has  approved 
the  installation  of  chlorination  plant.  This  was  not  operating  by  the 
year  end.  The  water  is  supplied  to  1,554  houses  in  the  Bradfield  Parish 
which  is  equivalent  to  11.5%  of  the  total  houses  on  a  mains  supply. 

The  water  distributed  by  the  Wharncliffe  Estates  is  obtained  from 
an  impounding  reservoir  on  the  Wharncliffe  Estate  at  Wortley.  In  character 
it  is  typical  upland  surface  water.  The  supply  is  treated  in  pressure 
filters  before  entering  the  distribution  system.  The  water  supplies 
496  dwellings  in  the  Wortley  Parish  and  parts  of  the  Tanker si ey  Parish 
equivalent  to  3.7%  of  the  total  houses  on  mains  supplies  in  the  district. 

The  Dearne  Valley  Water  Board  supply  100  houses  in  the  Hoyland 
Common  part  of  Tanker sley  Parish  with  a  mixture  of  borehole  and  upland 
surface  water,  the  latter  being  supplied  by  Sheffield  Corporation.  The 
number  of  houses  supplied  from  this  source  is  equivalent  to  less  than  1% 
of  the  total  on  a  mains  supply. 

Sixty  houses  in  the  Tankersley  Parish  are  supplied  by  agreement  from 
the  Worsbrough  Mains  which  are  in  turn  supplied  from  the  Barnsley 
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Waterworks  with  upland  surface  water  originating  within  the  Wortley  Rural 
District  at  Upper  Midhope.  One  Barnsley  Waterworks  house  in  the  Wortley 
Parish  and  15  at  Midhopestones  are  supplied  from  the  same  source. 

The  Whitley  Supply  is  impounded  spring  water.  It  supplies  the  hamlet 
of  Whitley  in  the  Ecclesfield  Parish.

Further  investigation  and  sampling  was  carried  out  where  unsatisfactory 
results  were  obtained. 

Extensions  of  Supplies. 

No  large  extensions  of  supplies  to  existing  houses  were  carried  out  during 
the  year. 

Seven  dwellings  at  Oughtibridge  were  connected  to  the  Sheffield  supply 
involving  no  mains  extension. 


Further  negotiations  have  taken  place  in  respect  of  extensions  to 
Coldwell  and  Onesacre;  Wagtail  Wheel,  Oughtibridge ;  and  Skew  Hill  and 
Birley  Edge,  Grenoside.  None  of  these  schemes  had  made  practical 
progress  by  the  year  end. 

The  progress  of  the  Skew  Hill  scheme  is  dependent  on  the  result  of 
the  Councils  slum  clearance  proposals  at  Holly  House,  Grenoside,  which 
had  not  been  determined  at  the  year  end. 

Assistance  and  advice  has  been  given  in  respect  of  water  supplies 
to  individual  privately  owned  dwellings  at  Grenoside  and  Bradfield. 

The  overall  water  supply  position  at  the  year  end  showed  little 
change.  The  total  number  of  houses  not  on  a  mains  supply  is  now  393, 
a  reduction  of  15  on  the  position  at  the  end  of  1956.  The  percentage 
of  houses  in  the  district  on  a  mains  supply  remains  at  97%  which  is 
reasonably  satisfactory  in  such  a  scattered  area  and  leaves  very  limited 
scope  for  further  improvement „ 

The  overall  position  relating  to  sewage  disposal  is  illustrated  by 
the  following  table:* 
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As  will  be  seen  from  the  table,  the  principal  unsewered  localities  are 
in  the  Bradfield  and  Wortley  Parishes *  The  villages  concerned  are  Howbrook 

in  the  Wortley  Parish  and  Dungworth,  Storrs,  High  and  Low  Bradfield,  Midhope 

and  Hollowmeadows  in  the  Bradfield  Parish, 

A  small  disposal  works  is  in  existence  at  Dungworth  but  is  only 
dealing  at  present  with  a  few  Council  houses  and  the  school  pending  sewering 
of  the  remainder  of  the  village. 

The  total  number  of  houses  connected  to  sewers  at  the  year  end  (12,651) 

was  equivalent  to  91%  of  the  total  houses  in  the  district. 

The  sewage  from  11,670  of  the  houses  connected  to  sewers  is  dealt  with 
by  Sheffield  Corporation  at  Blackburn  Meadows  *  The  sewage  from  the 
remainder  is  dealt  with  at  the  Council °s  works  at  Wharncliffe  Side,  Pilley 
and  Whitley,  or  by  Rotherham  Corporation  (Thorpe  Hesley) ,  or  by  Hoyland 
Nether  (Hoyland  Common),  Sewage  at  Wortley  is  dealt  with  by  two  small 
installations  on  the  west  and  east  of  the  village  respectively. 

The  Wharncliffe  Side  Works  are  overloaded  and  proposals  for  enlargement 
are  in  hand. 

Sewage  from  dwellings  not  connected  to  sewers  is  dealt  with  by 
cesspools,  septic  tanks  and  filters  and  in  the  more  outlying  areas  by 
simple  land  treatment.  Cesspool  emptying  is  carried  out  by  the  Council 
on  request  on  a  re “chargeable  basis, 

A  revised  system  of  sewage  works  maintenance  was  approved  by  the  Council 
and  became  operative  before  the  year  end*

A  refuse  collection  service  was  given  to  all  13,860  dwellings  in  the 
district  during  the  year*  This  figure  represents  an  increase  of  187 
houses  over  that  for  1956*  A  service  was  also  given  to  all  the  schools 
in  the  district  and  to  hospitals,  works  canteens  and  business  premises.

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4  tip  fires  occurred  during  the  year  necessitating  the  employment  of 
mechanical  equipment * 

Difficulty  has  again  been  experienced  in  obtaining  adequate  and  suitable 
covering  material  to  blanket  the  tips,  particularly  during  the  summer  months 
when  the  refuse  is  bulky  and  comparatively  free  from  ash*  Mechanical  control 
is  undoubtedly  the  answer  to  this  problem  and  towards  the  year  end  a  four 
wheel  drive  mechanical  shovel  on  rubber  tyres  was  demonstrated  on  tip  control 
work*  In  view  of  the  scattered  location  of  the  disposal  tips  a  self 
propelling  machine  operable  on  the  highway  offers  many  advantages  and 
appears  to  be  the  best  all  round  machine  for  our  requirements* 

Ho  new  lorries  were  acquired  during  the  year*  The  total  number  of 

lorries  employed  on  collection  and  salvage  was  11*  9  of  these  Vehicles 

are  used  for  full  time  collection,  one  is  retained  as  a  spare  and  the  other 
is  used  for  salvage  and  general  haulage  purposes*

The  arrangements  whereby  the  ashbinmen  are  permitted  to  finish  when 
their  daily  target  has-been  reached  and  to  take  a  meal  on  the  job  dtxring  their 
working  time,  recompense  substantially  for  the  lack  of  other  welfare 
facilities  and  are  appreciated  by  the  workmen* 

Coating 

The  nett  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  during  the  year  ended  31st 
March,  1957,  was  £28,818*  Income  from  salvage  is  not  taken  into 
account  in  arriving  at  this  figure* 

This  cost  represents  an  increase  compared  with  1956  of  £6,171  due 
primarily  to  the  acquisition  of  a  new  refuse  collection  vehicle  and  a 
general  purposes  truck  (£2,553);  purchase  of  a  tipping  site  at  Loxley 
(£220) ;  establishment  and  fitting  of  the  maintenance  garage  at  Chapeltown 
(£680),  and  increased  wage  rates(£2, 300) * 

The  vehicles  were  acquired  in  1956  and  were  referred  to  in  last

The  use  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts  to  deal  with  the 
elimination  of  nuisances  and  remedying  of  defects  in  dwelling houses  was 
continued  during  the  year  but  the  introduction  of  the  Rent  Act  1957  in 
July  resulted  in  a  rush  of  applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair 
which  involved  a  considerable  amount  of  work  in  the  department  to  the 
detriment  of  normal  housing  inspections  * 

Many  of  the  items  of  repair  eligible  for  inclusion  in  certificates 
of  disrepair  are  not  normally  included  in  notices  under  the  Public  Health 
and  Housing  Acts  as  they  do  not  necessarily  create  a  nuisance  nor  do  they 
render  the  property  unfit*  Conversely  certificates  can  be  considered 
in  respect  of  repairs  only  and  improvements  (  e0go  elimination  of  damp¬ 
ness  due  to  lack  of  a  damp  proof  course  or  other  inherent  cause)  cannot 
therefore  be  included* 

The  procedure  adopted  in  the  department  is  to  investigate  each 
application*  eliminate  the  ineligible  works*  and  where  necessary  re-phrase 
the  tenant °s  remaining  complaints  so  as  to  make  them  intelligible  to  a 
property  repairer  before  notifying  the  owner  of  the  Council cs  intention  to 
issue  a  certificate  of  disrepair* 

67  applications  for  certificates  had  been  received  by  the  year  end 
and  in  32  cases  undertakings  were  accepted  from  owners  to  do  the  necessary 
works  within  the  prescribed  period* 
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The  Rent  Act  1957  is  a  most  complicated  piece  of  legislation  but 
appears  likely  to  achieve  better  results  so  far  as  property  repairs 
are  concerned  than  its  predecessors «  It  is  unlikely  however  that  the 

high  rate  of  applications  for  certificates  experienced  since  the  Act 
came  into  operation  will  continue  for  a  very  long  period 0

Although  the  number  of  visits  to  surface  infestations  shows  a 
reduction  on  1956  it  was  possible,  with  no  rodent  operative  staffing 
difficulties  this  year,  to  give  more  attention  to  sewer  treatments  and 
the  overall  figures  therefore  show  an  increase. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  are  streamlining 
staff  engaged  on  rodent  control  supervision  and  are  also  arranging  for 
their  agricultural  contract  service  to  run  down  as  the  present  annual 
contracts  expire  so  that  the  rodent  control  operational  field  will ,  in 
the  not  too  distant  future,  be  restricted  to  local  authorities  and 
private  enterprise. 

The  withdrawal  of  the  Ministry  from  the  operational  field  is 
unlikely  to  cause  any  dif f iculties  in  this  district  as  agricultural 
properties  under  contract  can  if  necessary  be  easily  absorbed  into  our 
existing  organisation.
